give any said bounties where the County in which it is situate 
has a By-Law in force under this paragraph.” 


BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Council of the 
Corporation of the County of Norfolk in Council assembled;

1.—That from the Ist. day of April to the 31st. day of 
Gcto er a bounty shall be paid by the Treasurer of the County 
of Norfolk, on production of a duly signed certificate and in 
accordance with the regulations hereinafter descr.bed, for the 
destruction of foxes within the said County of Norfolk. 


2.—That a bounty of Five Dollars ($5.00) will be paid for 
each adult fox and a bounty of Three Dollars ($3.06) for each 
fox pup until the First day of July and thereafter Five 
Doliars ($5.00) for each fox. | 


3.—That the Reeve, Deputy Reeve or Clerk of each local 
municipality will receive the foxes from the applicant and will 
mark the foxes by a punch perforation in the right ear or com- 
pletely sever and retain the right ear. 


4.—That the Clerk, Reeve or Deputy Reeve will swear the 
affidavit of the applicant and will return it, together with the 
carcase or skin of the fox, to the applicant. 
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5.—That the certificate will bear the name and Address of 
the Applicant, together with the place, time and method of kill- 
ing the fox. 


6.—That the applicant must produce the fox or the whole 
skin before the Reeve, Deputy Reeve or Clerk not later than 
Twenty Four (24). hours or Forty Eight (48) hours on a week 
end or holiday, after the killing thereof. 


7.—That the applicant will not be paid more than Three 
Dollars ($3.00) for fox pups that have been held in captivity 
prior to and until the First day of July. 


'8.—That the applicant will send the signed and sworn 
certificate to the County Treasurer and will receive the bounty 


as specified on or about the 10th day of the month following. 


9.—-This By-Law will come into force and take effect im- 
mediately after the final passing thereof.
